Quarantine Against Certain Ports. 

Quarantine measures on account of plague were ordered October 
9, 1914, at Cuban ports against arrivals from Barcelona, Spain; Liver- 
pool, Great Britain; and ports in Sicily, as follows: 

Vessels ari-iving at Habana from the ports named and destined to 
any port in Cuba rfiall be deratized immediately before departure in 
open bay according to any of the methods authorized by the sanitary 
service of Cuba. Vessels not having fulfilled this requirement at the 
port of departure shall be deratized at the port of arrival by the 
medical officer of the port before discharging or taking on cargo. 

Passengers from the ports of Barcelona and Liverpool and from 
ports in Sicily shall be carefully examined, and if the examination 
shows, in the opinion of the sanitary authorities, that there will be no 
danger to public health in giving liberty to some or all of the passen- 
gers, such liberty may be allowed.
